HOUSES, IS A WELL KNOWN FACT,

Not a day passes that goods of almost every description, from soaps to
farm implements, Including gasoline engines, munure sprenders, seed plunters,
cream geparators, cooking stoves and ranges, clothing, groceries and what not,
are seen ln our depots and express oflices addressed to local farmers.

MR. FARMER, DO YOU THINK IT RIGHT TO COME TO TOWN WITH
A LOAD OF PRODUCE AND SELL IT TO THE MERCHANTS OF YOUR
MARKET PLACE AND THEN TAKE THE MONEY HE PAYS YOU AND
IT TO SOME MAIL ORDER HOUSE AND BUY GOODS THAT
YOU COULD BUY JUST AS CHEAPLY AT HOME AS FROM A MAIL
ORDER HOUSE AND HAVE THE FURTHER SATISFACTION OF SEE-
ING WHAT YOU BUYT

You may say, “Oh, well, 1 sold my butter and eggs to the groceryman,
but he dpesn't handle clothing!”

It certalnly was more
costly to the farmer than Iif he had pald his home Implement dealer many
dollars more. IMurthermore, the lmplement dealer had been buying corn every
season from this farmer who bought his planter from a mail order house.

Every dollar you send to a mall order house is taken out of local elreuln-
tion entirely, and the good of it Is lost forever, IT HURTS YOU IN THE
LONG RUN just as much as any one. Therefore, before you order anything
else from out of your home town go to town and see If you can find what youn
want, or if you can't get to town telephone a merchunt, ond {f it is o small
package he will send it out by parcel post. If it isn't satisfactory send it
back. Merchants guarantee the goods they s=ell just as well as mall order
thouses. There 1 not a local merchant who will not treat yon right. Give
him a chance and he will appreciate it

PROGRESSIVISM

THREATENS RACE.

S0 Or. Ellot Tells Congress
on School Hygiens.

—_—

SEGREGATE DEFECTIVES!

President Emeritus of Harvard and
President of the Congress Recom-
mends Segregation as the Only Solu-
tion of Problem—Civilization Pro-
motes Own Destruction.

The fourth Internation:d congress on,

school hyglene—the lrst to be held
on American soll—which has been in
sesslon at Buffulo, henrd some direct
language from Dr, Charles W. Elot,
president emeritus of Harvard and
president of the congress,

“The progressive civillzation of the
lnst 100 years,” he said, *has worked
terribly agalnst the health and per-
petulty of the whole race, This Is seen
In the reduced vitality of the multl-
tudes that lnhabit closely bullt cities,
In the Alminishing slze of familles, in
the dnecapacity of many women for
bearing and nursing children and in
the disproportionate incrense o the
number of the Insane, the defective
ind the eriminally foelined,

“Such cities as Paris, London, Ber-
lin, New York and Chleago bear wit-
pess to the fact that modern civiliza-
tion Is nll the time preparing and pro-
moting its own destroction.

Segregation For Defectives.

“It Is a plain duty of the state to
provide segregution of the defective,
the Insane and the habitual eriminal
in order to prevent the breeding of
human belugs from such stock: It s
not yet clear how good breading can
e promoted nmong free men and wo-
men, but It Is clear now bad breeding
can and should be prevented.

“The outcome of this international
eongress should be the enllghtenment
of soclety concernlug the means of de-
fendipg civilization against its own
tendencles of decay and dissolution
und the strengthening of the mocial
resolution to put juto executfon all' the
measures which Christinn ethics and
the medleal arts und sclences recom-
mend.

“Among defensive mensures ngninst
the evils which erowded citles and the
factory system have brought on man-
kind the subject of this comparatively
new sort of congress. schiool hyglene,
Is of first fmportwnce, The evils which
result from bad houslng, overcrowil-
Ing and unwholesoine excltement in
cities and from the factory system
which previalls in many lmportant In
dustries bave thelr worst effect on
childrent and young people. It is to
the rising generntion, therefore, that
preventive dnd remedlal measures may
be most hopefully applied.”

Over 2,000 Scientists Prosent,

Attending the congress were upward
of 2,000 selentlsts nnd educators, these
coming from every civillzed land. On
behalf of the federnl government Sec.
retary Wilson of the departinent of Ia-
bor extended the natlon's hand of
friendship to the visiting delegntes,
He sald that school hyglene s one of
the greatest problems of the present
day and was followed by Dr, John A,
Ferrell of the HRockefeller sapitary
commisgion of Washington, who told
of the work of the commission in the
southern states, and where, according
to his paper, the investigators had ex-
amined G0LGS1 persons, and of this
opumber had found 320573 Infected
with hookworm.

“As an Indirect cause of death,” Dr,
Ferrell sald, “the hookworm has no
equal. In many localitles 80 to 100
per cent of children in the schools
have been found to be Infected. These
make 60 per cent less of progress than
do the healthy ehildren.”

TO MAKE TARS SWIMMERS.

Trophy Offered to Encoyrage Men to
Learn to Fleat.

Himself an expert swimmer, Acting
&K'l‘i‘(ﬂl‘! of the Navy Franklin D.
Roosevelt has declded to try to in-
crease the interest throughout the
United States navy of officers and men
{n the Indispensable art of swimming.
His encouragement of the sport will
take the form of a large trophy eup to
ba competed for every year by the per-
sonnel of the battleships of the At
lnntle fieet, to be held for a year by the
ship that shows the largest qualified
percentage of swimmaers,

The test 1s to be arranged by the
commander In chief of the fleet, and
probably the requirement will be that
each man shall be able to swim a cer-
tain number of yards within a given
time, the distance and time not belng
excesslve.

The maln object of My, Roosevelt 1s
to inereasd® the number of men who
conld keep themselves afloat a resson-
nble length of time if they fall over-
board or met with some mishap Inel.
dent to the service. The competition
will apply to every man on board,
from the commanding oficer down to

WILSON BELIEVES
IN UNITED ACTION

Thinks a Concerted Stand by
Party In Power Is Effective.

WINS OVER REPUBLICANS.

Stand In Mexican Crisis Helped to
Unite the President and Those Who
Differed With Him—S8enate Is Not
Pleassd With Talk of Impéachment.
Walsh of Montana In Limelight.

Whashington, Sept. 1. — [Specinl.] —
President Wilson belleves in govern-
ment by partles. He just naturally
fulls into the notton that more can be
weeomplished by the party in power
standing unitedly for a given policy or
line of actlon. He made the tariff a
party isspe md rather chagrined those
Republicans of progressive tendencles
who hoped to “help make a nonparti-
san tarlf.," He also proceeded along
party lines to push the currency bill

There was for o time o bellef that
the president was keeping the Mexican
Imbrogiio within his party. Such
charges were made by Republican sen-
ntors untll finnlly there were froe con-
ferences bBetween the president and all
members of the forelgn relatlons com-
mittees of, both houses. That such
conferences helped to unite congress
to stand with the president there cnn
e no doubt.

Bacon the Mediator.

Senator Bacon, chairman of the com:
mittee on forelgn relations, was the
medintor between the administration
nnd the Republican senators, He talk-
ed it over with Recretary Bryan and
urged thut the Republleans be ealled
into conference on an important foreizn
complcation. He said the same things
to the president, telling both officials
that bLefore and during the Spani=h
war Mresident MeKinley bad dally con-
sultations with himself and other Dem-
nerats.  As o consequence of the over-
tures of the Georgla senator the presi-
dent and Secretary Bryian have held
frequent conferences with Republicans.

Warren Sidestepped.

Senator Warren of Wyomlng, who
Is an extensive sheep owner, wis
gpeaking on wool and was interrupted
by Senator Martine of New Jersey, 1
have henrd the senator from Wyoming
designated as ‘the greatest shepherd
gince Father Abrahiam. 1 suppose we
should pny bomage fo him and hope
to gain our all and specor—revising
the Billlcal gquotation for these latter
days—from the shepherd of todny, the
shepherd from Wyoming.”

“Dio 1 still have the senntor's love,
co-operation, confidence and respect®’
inquired Warren.

“Indeed, the genntor always has my
respect,” replied Martine. “A man who
enn command so magnlficent o per-
sonal presence and o man who by his
genius has been able to gnther around
him such n colossal herd as he now
has roaming the pluing of the western
part of the country will command the
respect of almost all his fellow clti
rens,"

Mr. U. G. Border, of Baltimore,
has devoted much study in the past
two years to the questions of In-
creasing the consumption of apples
by conducting an extenslve advertls-
ing campalgn, He will explain just
how the work is to be carried out
and how it will apply to the growers
as well as to the consumers of ap-
ples.
